In large 
sections of South Dakota and Western 
Minnesota it is reported that the grain 
tields are devastated. 
Grain in stacks 
has been scattered and drenched with 
the rain. 
Standing grain was beaten 
to the ground and w ill he a total loss. 
Reports of seven additional deaths 
due to the cyclone were received Mon­ 
day. 
The total number of fatalities 
is 
now recorded as eighteen.

creased.

“ W 'th each additional report from 
Port Arthur wonder increases both at 
the persistence ut the Japanese attack 
aud the heroic stubbornness of the de­ 
lenders of the fortress. 
The Japanese 
are literally throwing away thousands 
ol lives in the hope 
of shaking the 
courage of the Russian troops. 
“M ajor General Dock says he is con­ 
fident the fortress 
cannot be taken, 
but that, if it is taken the whole Japa­ 
nese arm y w ill have to imm olate it­ 
self on the slopes of the fortifications. 
‘‘There were five desperate assaults 
on Green hills July 26, the Japanese 
returning each time with apparently 
inexhaustible reinforcements. 
On the 
final assault, however, the Japanese 
broke badly, 
throwing away 
their 
guns, cartridge belts and even their 
boots to 
facilitate their flight, 
and 
leaving 7.0(H) dead or wounded 
I’he assault on Green hills was re­ 
pented on July 27, and there were fre­ 
quent hand to hand encounters, the 
Russians leaving the trenches to fol­ 
low their enemies. 
The assaults of July 28 and 20 on the 
W olf hills were not followed up. the 
Japanese being too severely shaken. 
W e evacuated the W olf hills chiefly 
for strategic reasons, as the hills made 
the line of defences too long to effeet- 
licitly wiTnsianu the furious attacks of 
the Japanese. 


Immense Army Beaten Back. 
I he assault of July 30 was made 
In the dark of night in the hope of 
surprising the Russians. 
Sixty thou­ 
sand men 
were hurled against 
our 
13.000, but we drove them back again 
and again at the point of the bayonet.. 
It was another Shipka pass. 
‘•The Japanese* poured in fresh bat- 
talions and the slopes, covered with 
the dead and tin* dying, literally ran 
with blood. 
“Our Thirteenth regiment was forced 
from its position, hut the Fourteenth 
regiment came up and with the bayo­ 
net again dislodged the victors.
